‘Taking of Chinkiang: Lu Said 
to Have 20,000 Men in Field 
But Some Uncertain

Nanking, Jan. 19, 

Chinkiang was captured op Sun- 
day by Lu’s forces, the Russian, 
troops taking an important part in 
the fighting. For three days, 
steamer communication with Shang- 
hai was interrupted at Chinkiang.

The first official communiqué 
issued at Murshal Lu's headquar- 
ters uppeared on Sunday at noon 
and claimed the capture of the im- 
portant hills overlooking Chinkiang. 
It stated that fighting began on 
Saturday morning when advancing. 
Fengtien troops met troops under 
Wang Chien-fei, an old officer of 
Chi Hsieh-yuan, at Shiashuh and 

at Kaotze, The enemy 
troops retreated after seven hours 
of skirmishing, and Lu's forces 
captured 12 guns and much am- 
munition, 

‘The First Army in the field is 
commanded by General Chang 
Chung-chang, whose headquarters 
hhave been at Lungtan, and is said 
to include about 20,000 men. One 
of Chen Tiao-yuan’s brigades has 
‘been sent to Ihsing. The 15th re- 
giment of the 8th Brigade, th 
Division, also Chen Tiao-yuan's, 
troops, "arrived in Nanking on 
Saturday, from Hsuchowfu. These 
forces constitute the most uncertain 
element in the present conflict. Tt 
would not occasion much surprise 
ff Chen Tiao-yuan should turn 
‘ageinst Lu at a critical moment, 

Lu Yung-hsiang declared yester- 
day to a group of newspaper cor- 
respondents that the Central Gov- 
‘ernment wished to settle the pre- 
sent difficulty peacefully, that. he| 
himself was reluetant to ‘use force, 
but that fighting seemed inevitable 
in order to restore peace: 

‘Three China Merchants’ steamers, 
the Changan, Kiangtah and Kiang: 
shin ‘have been commandeered at 
Hsiakuan for transporting troops 
across and down the river, 

Nanking is overrun again with 
soldiers, and there has been con- 
siderable conseripting of Iabour. 
But, on the whole, the people seem 
indifferent to the present conflict 
and business is going on better than 
when Chi’s remnant army kept the 
city in terror of looting.

‘huge pool of blood and the nature 
‘of the wound, I concluded to have 
been either knifed or bayoneted. 
My destination was the South Gate 
of the walled city, where I had 
arranged by telephone to meet one 
of Dr. Lee’s staff, who possessed a 
permit with which it was hoped he 
could get outside and wait for me. 
‘As the South Gate isa long way 
from the station, and all the rieshas 
hhave been commandeered by the 
military, T had to walk and was thus 
able to et some idea of the local 
situation. “As T proceeded further 
‘on and got to the narrow road whieh 
skirts the wall, T passed two more 
civilians wounded and groaning, one 
quite a lad. They were unattended 
and the townsfolk are either “un- 
willing or have not the courage to 
tend them.

SHANGHAI AND THE 
WAR 
Jan, 19. 


SHANGHAI'S situation as re- 
sards the interned soldiers is 
decidedly brighter than it was 
at the end of last week, ‘Thanks 
to the public spirit of the 
Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce some thousands of, 
soldiers were embarked yester- 
day for their homes and the re- 
mainder will no doubt leave as 
soon as ships can be procured. 
It is curious that a beginning 
was not nade with the men in 
the Avenue Haig camp, whose 
position, both from their own 
and from the foreign point of 
view, is so much worse than that 
of their fellows in the othec 
camps, But let us hope that the 
fact that they were not chosen 
to go first implies that they are 
going very soon, The soldiers, 
it is but fair to them to say, 
well under 
But it 
is none the less patent that they 
ought never to have been admit- 
and) Shenghai’s earnest 
desire to see the last of them is 
accompanied by a resolve no less 
‘emphatic that such a thing must 
never happer again. 

It is, therefore, urgent to con- 
sider calmly what can be done 
to prevent such an event or any- 
thing else of the like kind. And 
we are bound to say that the 
means at Shanghai’s disposal to 
defend itself adequately are not 
what they ought to be. We are 
not thinking of the men and 
material, but of the system. 
While one lot of refugee soldiers 
is being shipped away, we are 
confronted with the extreme 
likelihood of another and larger 
mob being upon us in the very. 
near future. ‘The fortunes of 
Marshal Chi, which appeared 
fairly promising a week ago, 
have suddenly clouded. Among 
General Lu’s imported troops at 
Nanking, lent to him by Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, were a body of 
Russians, White refugees in 
Manchuria, apparently, whom 
we have heard more than once 
that he had enrolled. ‘These men 
were shipped to Chinkiang on 
Friday, took it with great case 
and were reported yesterday to 
have pushed on ‘o Tanyang, 
some twenty miles down the 
railway, Chi's troops falling back 
in disorder. ‘The terror inspired 
by the Russians’ name appears 
to be great and the prospects of 
Chi's army retreating pell-mell 
upon Shanghai are real andl 
menacing. 

That the boundaries would be 
manned again as last September 
Wwe may assume as surely as that 
the defenders would do their 
duty untlinehingly. But this is 
not enough. ‘The situation to- 
day is worse than it was in the 

tumn; that to-morrow is like- 
to be more serious than that 
of the day; new problems are 
cortain to ‘arise and, ay sai 
above, Shanghai is’ very ill- 
equipped to meet them. The 
weakness of our position migh: 
be summed up as a lack of uni 
fied command; lack of a proper 
defined and reasonably defens- 
ible boundary; lack of tho: 
capable of, or, it would be fairer 
to say, who have the necessary 
power to take full responsibility 
for a quick decision and prompt 











































































action. 


In saying this, we are 
not to be understood as blaming 


anybody in particular. Those 
‘with whom the safeguarding of 
[the Settlements rests are certain- 
ly far-more alive than we are to 
the weakness of the systen 
which is the foundation of the 
trouble and we do not for a mo- 
ment suggest that they are not 
doing their best. But their 
hands are tied. ‘Take, for in- 
tance, the case of the refugee 
soldiers: their admission was, at 
any rate at the beginning, a case 
of force majeure. But the real 
boundary of Shanghai for pur- 
poses of defence is very mnch 
farther out into the country. If 
foreign cuards scizcd and held 
the two railways to a distance of 
ten or twenty miles from Shang- 
hai and the losp line between 
them, they could effectively. 
paralyse all military action in 
‘this district; and in view of the 
extremely critical nature of the 
times and the vast interests 
situated in this area, such action 
would be amply justified. But 
/who is to take the responsibility 
‘of ordering it? 

‘The Council necessarily takes 
and is allowed a great deal of 
responsibility. But it could 
hardly be expected to march the. 
'S.V.C. out for work of this kind. 
Moreover, it must work in con- 
cert with the Consular Body; it 
‘would not wish to fly in their 
faces, nor should it. And the 
Consuls, though doubtless fully 
alive to the situation, are bound 
to the Diplomatic Body, who in 
turn have to study the wishes 
of their Governments. Action ix 
delayed, under the most favour- 
able conditions, for some day: 
when very likely circumstances 
call for a decision in fewer 
minutes. What is urgently 
needed is that the men on the 
spot should be vested with 
authority to act in emergencies 
as they deem right jout 
waiting for permission from 
somebody hundreds of miles 
away who has but an imperfect 
knowledge of the situation. And 
for the expediting of action, the 
fewer that number of men ‘may 
be, the better. Shanghai is, 
‘without exaggeration, faced with 
something very much resembling 
a war: and wars are not 
managed successfully by com- 
mittees and boards of director: 

One further point. We have 
always urged that the Powers 
should, as regards the whole 
contest in China, stand aloof and 
preserve a strict neutrality: and 
30 far as the major issues are 
concerned, we trust they will 
continue to do so, But in re- 
spect of Shanghai and the sur- 
rounding district, we must hold 
that the time has come for them 
to take action and to employ: 
such measures will keep 
the fighting away from this 



































area. That is purely a 
counsel of emergency, justified 
jas such and to be under- 


taken for local reasons only. The 
welfare of millions of Chinese, 
as well as foreigners, and Chin- 
ese wealth to an_incaleulabl 
amount are bound up in the 
peace of Shanghal, and any 
damage to this place would re- 
act on the fortunes of the peaple 
all through China. There would 
assuredly be no idea of attempt- 
ing to dictate to the Chinese 
what government. they shall 
have, equally none of any acqui- 
sition of territory or privilex: 
‘The interference we have in 
mind, which might take the form 
suggested above, of seizing the 
railways to a certain distance

‘a neutral zone, would be purely 
temporary expedient founded 
oa the necessities of local de- 
fence.

UNDER A CLOUD 
Jan, 21, 
‘THE news of the day does not 
look pleasant for the Chihli 
party. Nor for China, When 
Marshal Chi Hsieh-yuan turned 
Chang Yuan-ming out of Lun, 
hua and established himself in 
the Shanghai area, we suggested 
that it would be a good thing if 
he recovered Nanking. We took 
that view not out of any parti- 
cular enthusiasm for Marshal

same difficulty. How, it may be 
asked, are we to know when mili- 
tarists and politicians are. plot- 
ting?

be recalled. It was, that when 
a Chinese general or politician 
takes refuge in Shanghai, he is 
thenceforward, as children would 
put it, “dead”: if he afterwards 
Teaves the Settlements to take 
part in the game, he-has broken 
the rules and must under no con- 
ditions be readmitted, As for 
keeping a neutral zone of rifle 
shot depth about Shanghai, it is 
obvious that this cannot be done 
with the forces at present avail- 
able. But those who have 
been pressing for such a zon 
for the occupation of certain 
parts of adjoining railways 
never contemplated such a pro- 
cedure without additional forces. 
At the moment of writing, Gen- 
feral Lu is saying that he will not 
go beyond Changchow unless at- 
tacked and Marshal Chi hardly 
seems in a position to advance 
beyond Wusih, But the situ 
tion changes so from day to day 
that no reliance ean be put on 
statements of this kind nor 
should there be any delay in 
apeeding up arrangements for 
‘the adequate defence of this im- 
mensely important area, 

Not the least welcome part of 
the news from Peking is the 
evidence it brings of the Diplo- 
matic Body's recognition of the 
critical state in which Shanghai 
finds itself. That action of this 
kind is not always easy for them, 
we must fairly admit. ‘The con- 
stitution of tie Diplomatic Body 
is not what it was even before 
the war, still less twenty-five 

ars ago, when there were tess 
than half the Powers represent- 
ed in Peking than now are, and 
agreement on any given line of 
action was proportionately easier 
to get. Even before the war, all 
the ministers stood technically 
on the same footing and met on 
equal terms. ‘To-day, not only 
have three ot the former Great 
Powers lost their extraterritorial 
rights, so that their whole statue 
and viewpoint are changed; but’ 
fone of them represents a Govern- 
ment which ix uvowedly doing 
everything it can to destroy the 
Western peoples’ position in 
Asia—and, i* may be added, 
Western people themselves as 
well, excent such as are ready 
to sell themselves to the tyr- 
anny of Communism. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the rest of 
the ‘Diplomatic Body must be 
wary how they tread as the 
Soviet ambassador is ever alert 
to make capital out of any 
Sometimes, of course, Comrade 
Karakhan makes a slip himself. 
For example, when he is so 
anxious that all China’s treaties 
should be “torn asunder and 
abolished,” it is pertinent to 
ask him how his Government are 
carrying out their promises to 
China. For instance, in May, 
1919, we think it was, the Bol- 
shevik Government of Rus 
pledged itself to give back Mon- 
golia to China, And this pledge 
it repeated in the Sino-Russian 
Treaty concluded early last 
year. But Mongolia remains as 
Mitch an appanage of Soviet 
Russia as ever. 

One regrets that Dr. Schur- 
man does not seem to have re- 
called this and other little 
forgetfulnesses of treaty obliga 
tions to China on. Comrade 
Karakhan’s paxt, in the speech 
jat.the. Anglo-American Associa- 
tion dinner reported to-day. 
























































That speech is very different in 
tenour from those Dr. Schurman 
made at Tokyo, on his way Home, 
and in Shanghai last December, 
the unfortunate effect of which 
he was presumably trying to ob- 
literate. But there are points 
about it which cannot be viewed 
without misgiving. Thus we 
welcome the statement that im- 
mediate abolition of extrater- 
ritoriality is obviously impos- 
sible; but we wish that his Ex- 
cellency had -recalled not only. 
that China has made it imyos- 
sible by her acts, but that the 
Peking Government actually in- 
formed the Powers, when they 
were discussing who was to be 
sent on the international cor- 
mission to investigate China's 
fitness for the proposed aboli- 
tion, that it was not ready to re- 
ceive the commission. Could 
anything be more damning? 
Again, when Dr. Schnrman 
epeaks of conciliation and co- 
operation with a view to an 
evolution leading up to abolition 
of extraterritoriality, one may 
well ask with whom we are to 
co-operate? The same —hal- 
lueination seems to have pos- 
sessed Sir John Jordan when he 


























‘wrote to the “Times” last week 
urging that the Powers would 
show their aympathy with 


China by co-operating with her 
in the suppression of opium, for 
which. the men who claim to 
‘speak for China to-day notorious- 
ly do not care a fig. For the 
malady from which China suffers 
to-day is not that she possesses, 
big armies, that her finances are 
jehaotic or (to take the latest 
ery) that her provincial de- 
marcation is incompatible with 
republican administration, but. 
that she is dominated by unprin- 
cipled men. Consider the appal- 
ling series of treachcries in re- 
cent months: there is no end to 
them. What earthly reliance can 
be placed upon the word of such 
‘men as now assume to represent 
China? To talk of co-operating 
with such in a matter so vital as 
the abolition of extraterritorial 
ity, is to be blind to most con- 
spicuous facts and least defeasi- 
ble logic. Some day, let us hope, 
the Chinese people, as they have 
done before, will be goaded to 
sweep away these lords of mis 
rule. Rut until ther, it cannot

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THE GENEVA OPIUM 
CONFERENCE 
Jan, 24 

‘THE International Opium Con- 
ference at Geneva would have 
attracted much more attention in 
China but for the deplorable state 
of chronic warfare in which we| 
are involved. The conference was 
called primarily to devise means} 
to regulate the conditions under 
which the world’s opium trade is} 
conducted. The nations which 
produce opium are Turkey, 
Persia, India and China. Britain 
is affected because of the rela- 
tionship in which she stands to 
India. The other nations repre- 
sented are affected in more or 
Jess degree by the moral issue 
involved and all are concerned 
with the use made of the deri 
tives of opium in the manufacture 
of the deadly poisons used by 
dvug addicts. Of these nations) 
America is the most influential 
and she is deeply interested in 
the suppression of the drug habit. 
‘The prohibition of the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in the United 
States has given an impetus to 
the use of narcotic drugs which 
has made that problem assume 
the aspect of a national menace. 
It is said that “dope” addicts in 
America are numbered by the 
hundred thousand. They are 
‘becoming more numerous in 
every country and unless the 
evil is grappled with the trade 
will reach proportions that will 














dwarf the worst ravages of 
alcohol.

the anti-opium conference had 
striet instructions from its Gov- 
ernment not to sign any agree- 
ment that did not contain definite 
provisions for the control and 
reduction of the cultivation of 
the poppy plant.

With reference to the restoration 
of the pound to a gold basis, it will 
be of interest to note how the Far 
East takes it. We are not at the: 
‘moment concerned with the ex- 
‘change banks and those who deal 
with exchange in large quuntities, 
but with those eminently useful 
individuals who make a living some- 
where between Port Said and 
Singapore, taking in Aden and all 
the other intermediate ports in 
their business routine. To them 
the Treasury Note has been a 
blessing, for it has enabled them to 
carry on transactions of some 
‘magnitude probably beyond whe! 
it was possible in the gold days— the 
days when nothing but Bank of 
England notes and sovereigns were 
in vogue. To-day they ean send 
hundreds of pounds by post in 
‘Treasury Notes to their correspond- 
ents in other ports at the smallest 
possible cost to themselves, and so 
meet whatever demand is likely to 
occur by, say, the arrival of a 
steamer from’ the Far East at 
Colombo or wherever it may be. 
Considering that some steamers at 
Colombo take as much as £2,000 
in cash in exchange for other cur- 
rencies, this is an important facility, 
and it’ may be queried how far 
these dealers will weleome any 
return to the sovereign. However 
that may be, the position of the 
‘Treasury Note during these past 
four or five years in the East is 
very important. It has held « 
place from London to Yokohama 
‘comparable with the gold sovereign,

Serious erimos in Canton under 
Kuontintang administration have 
never been so many as Canton 
newspapers have reported, accord-

With the extending use of electri-| 
eal energy for lighting, industrial, 
railway and domestic purposes. it 
hhad been increasingly evident that 
the whole system of supply through- 
Jout the country needed to be re-| 
organized and co-ordinated.

Jdrive of rolling mills has proved 
advantageous in very way, and all 
types of mills have been ‘equipped 
with electric drive, including many 
reversing mills “requiring from 
415,000 to 25,000 H.P. at very low 
speeds. 

Electric haulages and winders ar> 
now being widely used. Two very 
interesting winder equipments have 
focen installed at’ a Yorkshire 
colliery. By this means very rapid 
Jand exact control is obtained and 
the widely varying loud is equalized 
by the use of heavy flywheels coup- 
ed to the generators. 


Railway Electrification 

A number of extensive suburban 
Jelectrifieation schemes have been 
jearried out, the most important of 
‘which is probably that of the L. & 
/S. W. section of the Southern Rail- 
Jway.' Further suburban electrifica- 
tion’ schemes are under considera- 
tion or in progress. 

With regard to mainline projects 
ttle has actually been done. ‘The 
former North Eastern Railway was 
about to electrify the main line 
from York to Neweastle and a high 
speed passenger locomotive for 
‘work on this line was built. Conse- 
quent upon the recent grouping of| 
railways, however, the whole posi- 
tion had'to be reconsidered, and the 
electrification project is in abeyance. 
Electrification of the line from Lon- 
don to Brighton is shortly expeet- 
‘ed, and conversion of the line from 
Preston to Carlisle is under con- 
sideration.

No Payment of Hukuang Coupon’ 
Due in December: Shortage of 
Funds to Meet Interest 


In July last the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment advertised in 
that the orders suspending payment 
of principal when drawn for redemp- 
tion and interest on the bonds of

were cancelled and that the full 
service for them had been resum- 
ed.

We are informed that a number 
of Bolshevists have come to Shang- 
hai from Canton for the purpose 
of inciting strikes among workers 
in the Nanyang Bros. Tobacco Co's 
factories, and that trouble may 
bbe expected as the result. 

Tt is stated that delegates of the! 
‘trike element recently went to 
the southern eity to incite a boycott 
there against the company's pro-| 
duets, because those in charge re~ 
fused to. meet thelr demands. for 
funds and for recognition as leaders 
of tho Nanyang Workers’ Union. 
‘Among the demands presented was 
‘one that the company must not en; 
ge or dismiss workers or even 
transfer them frcm one department 
to another without the approval of 
these men, whom, it should be 
noted, were not empliyees of the 
company and vom the members 
of the Union refuse to recognize 
as lenders. Naturally the company 
Ignored their demands. 

A little while ago, these agitators 
approached :he different employees 
at their henes and in the streets, 
‘and sent letters to others whom they 
could not reach, making many pro- 
mises and urging them not to work, 
and certainly. not to accept orders 
from the heads of different depart 
ments, The rewlt was hat several 
of the workers were influenced.

We again 
threatened proceedings and still he 
‘teok no notice, To cut it short we 
obtained judgment by default and 
a fortnight luter we applied for ex- 
ecution of Judgment, as well as a 
despatch warrant, the dealer hav- 
ing gone up-country.

Cluuse 6, All goods to be clear- 
ed within three months after arrival 
and, if not cleared, the dealer has 
to furnish u cash margin of not less 
than 10 per cent. on the undelivered 
portion, 

‘Under normal trading conditions 
this clause would be useless for the 
simple reason that dealers would 
clear within three months. The 
clause is, therefore, to provide for 
abnormal conditions. 

‘These abnormal conditions arose, 
particularly, in September when 






































civil war broke out locally, which 
effectually 


prevented clearances, 
ing. the wholesale renewal 
ills. The native banks shut down 
on all financial accommodation. 
‘Where was the dealer to go for the 
10 per cent. margin on his renewed 
bills with from 10 to 30 foreign 
firms booked, as he probably was, up 
‘to the neck ‘with each one? ‘These 
abnormal conditions were advanced 
by every dealer in excuse for pay- 
ing no margins at all. In many in- 
stances the dealers expressed inabi- 
ity: even to pay the import duty on 

















new arrivals and the foreign firms 
hhad either to pay the duty them- 
selves or allow the goods to be 
bonded. In times of abnormal con- 
ditions, ie, civil war, an excessive 
drop in exchange or in local values 
from any cause whatever, making 
‘clearances impossible excepting at 
1 loss to the dealer far greater than 
resources will permit, he makes 
Jno bones about advancing these con- 
ditions as an excuse for paying 
neither margin nor interest. Of 
what use, therefore, is Clause 6? 

‘You may ask why we do business 
with a dealer -having a capital of 
‘Tis, 12,000 when he is heavily com- 
mitted ‘to many other firms. It is 
‘only when the dealer files 
tion that we learn that we a 
‘of 80 firms interested, It i 
‘00 Inte to be sorry. If you ean tell 
us how we are to discover with what 
other firms he is doing business, 
fand to what extent, at the time he 
‘submits offers to us, wes@hould feel 
‘greatly obliged. Tt Seems to us that 
‘the Chinese employees of the for- 

ign firm are in league to keep the 
firm in the dark as to the real part- 
ners or principals in Chinese firms, 
their resource: and standing in the 
market, 

Tt ought to be made possible for 
4 foreign firm to submit the name| 
Jof a dealer to the Piece Goods Guild 
Jand to obtain from them the correet 
names of the principal or partners, 
‘and their eapital. 

‘Bargins—Yo0 have told us that 
the principal banks welcomed the. 
Standard Contract. Notwithstand- 
ing that Clause 2 provides for = 
margin of not less than 10 per cent. 
Jon renewals, we are in a position to 
say that at least two of our British 
banks are asking for margins of 
20 per cent., and not on the un- 
[delivered portion but on the whole 
bill. Two of our dealers, whose 
bills have necessarily had to be ex- 
tended, are now in bankruptey. Are 
we in ‘these times of stringency to 
be obliged to put up this margin? 

Whilst on the subject of margins 
we may add that the London office 
}of a local house instructed its man- 
Jager to obtain margins at the time 
of signing contracts. The manager 
replied that it was impossible to ob- 
tain, and unueuel to demand, mar.

12,000, 
and/or that he was indenting “all 
‘round the town.” 


With reference to the “Standard 
Contract,” while this may be a help 
to business in some respects, it does

cheaply, but has no means to start 
‘the fabrication, He placed his hard 
saved earnings in a small shop, and 
to his horror, the man in charge 
absconded with’ all his money, and he 
has to start at the bottom of the 
ladder again. He knows three 
foreign languages, and three Chinese 
dialects, 

Another, is dying, 
started growi t which we] 
need in the production of a certain| 
medicine; but here again, funds fail- 
ed to employ men and materials; all 
his savings having to be withdrawn 
to sustain his mother’s life with ex- 
pensive food and drugs. 

Another, also a clerk, tired of the 
Jong, idle hours between work, 
Tearnt another foreign language; 
borrowed money from all his friends 
and started a factory. He is a bril- 
Hiant scholar, and has a fine inven- 
Vion in his mind; but owing to lack 
of funds he has to buy his products 
in small quantities from the Japan- 
ese, who keep him waiting, so that 
his’ sules are endangered. "Had he 
‘the funds necessary, he could em- 
ploy men to dig his products from 
Chinese soil, and soon we should 
again have cheap commodities to 
hand on the mark 

1 could multiply these instances. 

‘My rcheme is that the Chinese 
and foreign merchants be approach- 

cach to contribute not less tha 
towards u capital to be placed in 
the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank. I 
am sure the kind and public-spirited 
Editors of the Press would recoive 
‘and publish lists of donations.

London Police: Sherlock

This epidemic of burglaries is 
helped by the conformation of the 
buildings where the Cat Burglar 
has secured his biggest hauls, 
Porticoes, wide ledges beneath 
windows, balconies, und cluster 
pipes are common on the bix house 
of London and offer easy grips for 
the ‘climbing thief, Their success. 
suggests that the Cat thieves study 
beforehand every detail of the 
houses they mean to attack, 


Quantities of Loot Recovered 

Curiously enough, though the av- 
thorities cannot succeed in tracing 
the criminals, they do succeed in 
tracing the loot. A house wa 
raided in South London in the 
course of the last few days, and 
fan immense amount of stolen 
articles were recovered. Some of 
them are badly damaged, but others 























fare intact, and they are certainly 
worth in’ the aggregate about 
£10,000. The articles include a 


large number of revolvers, a box 
full of wrist-watehes, clocks, a 
quantity of gold articles apparently 
melted into one lump, pices of 
platinum, silver plate marked with 
a crest, precious stones 
many ‘of the gems een 
detached from their settings, gold 
watches, silver-bucked mirrors and 
hair-brushes, salt cellars, cigarette 
cases, axh trays, brooches, and 
pins.’ A list of the property ix 
heing prepared, and is said to 
include the mininture of a dead 
child whose mother made a 
fruitless appeal to the thieves for 
Its return, To this initial collection 
there have been added an ingot of 
gold and three ingots of silver, 
believed to be parte of rings, 
bracelets, watch-cases, cigarette and 
cigar cases melted down. ‘The gold 
bar alone is said to be worth £800, 
Scotland Yard has issued an 
urgent appeal to people to come 
forward and recognize their pro- 
perty, and up to the present 145 
nrticles have been identified, in 
cluding a brooch valued at ‘8600. 
Yesterday many vietims of recent 
robberies attended at the Yard in

Lady Ludlow's Treasures 

‘There has been another develop- 
ment still more surprising in the 
record of crime. Tt will be re- 
collected that last summer the 

imous Wernher collection of ane 
ique gems and objets d'art was 
stolen from Lady Ludlow’s residence 
at Bath House, Piceadilly. It is 
said they were worth £200,000, but 
this is probably an exaggeration, 














Tt now seems that the whole 
number of them hus been traced, 
but that Scotland Yard has kept 


quiet about it. The robbery wa: 
fone of the greatest in recent years. 


Moreover, it presented a” baffling |” 


problem to the police, since it was 
impossible to trace how. the thief 


had gone to work. There were no 
marks of forcible entry by door 
‘or window, and it was evident that 
the thief did not carry a jemmy 
but used a screw-driver, which he 
happened to find in the hbuse, for 
prising. open the cabinets, an 
operation which he performed with 
great delicacy. 

Another puzzling “amateur” touch 
about the business was that the 
thief was not provided with an 
electric torch, such as professional 
burglars use, but worked by the 
ccandle-light, and showed his tgail 
by dropping spots of grease about 
the stairs and in the Red Room 
where the cabinets stood. 

Yet another curious feature wi 
his tearing the. down out of a 
cushion, The dropped down also 
helped to mark his trail, and showed 
that instead of making his escape 
‘by way of the basement or lower 
floors, he went upstairs to the top 
‘of the house and made his exit by 
the fire escape. 

Probably the thievés found there 
was no market for all these 
articles, which formed part of the 
+£1,000,000 collection made by the 
Inte Sir Julius Wernher, the South 
‘African millionaire, Lady Ludlow's 
first husband. ‘They included a 
magnificent rope of pearls wit 
‘exquisitely fashioned clasps, and 
there should also be a fine set of 
statuettes of the Saviour and the 
Saints, encrusted with diamonds 
and other gems." All the stolen 
pieces date from the 14th and 15th 
centuries. So well known were the 
Jewels to all who specially prize 
such things that it would have 
been useless for thieves to attempt 
to get rid of them in the usual way. 
A receiver of such stolen goods 
‘would be unable to find a ready 
market for them. ‘The only theory 
which seemed to account for the 
robbery was that it was carried out 
as a “commission” for someone who 
very keenly desired to possess the 
twensures. At present we do not 
Know the exact circumstances of 
the recovery of these valuables 


Another Art Collector 


The “Evening News” publishes an 
extraordinary: story that the whole 
robbery was put up by a Chieago 
‘art millionaire, who employed 
‘American cracksmen to do the 
work, paying them £3,000 each on 
account with a promised large sum 
{in addition if they were successful. 
It ix suggested that when they got 
back to America with the valuabl 
they found their employer had just 
died,-and not knowing what to do 
with them got in touch with the 
police, and returned them. ‘The 
Fest of the papers do not adopt 
this story, though they have not 
fone of their own, All that seems 
certain is that the jewels a 
recoverable, though it is not sure 
whether Lady Ludlow has yet 
received them.

If there is one good feature about 
‘the waterside workers’ strike it 
is the fact that in the Western 
Australian” port of Fremantle the 
waterside men ordered a timorous 
Labour Government to do its duty, 
after it had ignored the requests 
of the Federal Government that it 
should take the necessary steps to 
sgive police protection for the carry- 
ing out of Commonwealth customs, 
‘quarantine, and other activities, 

Tt seoms that the stormy 
of the Seamen's Union—Tom Walsh 
ordered the seamen not to work, 
and they went to the extent of 
preventing pilots going off to ship, 
medical men being placed aboard,

The Perth Trades Hall had a 
Disputes Committee, which found

itself supported was not unwilling 
to do its duty. ‘The police were 
sent buck to the wharves, pence once 
more reigned, and Walsh, flying to 
the reseue of hix Communistic fol- 
lowers, denounced the request to the 
Government to make the police do 
their duty ax one of the “blackest 
crimes” in the history of Austral 
trade ‘unionism, 

Mr. Walsh essayed to address 
meeting of whurf-labourers, but was 
vigorously howled down, and could 
not get a hearing until the State 
Blinister had been sent for and had 
explained the position, It is quite 
porsible that this waterside strike 
may doa great deal of good.

In view of the Government's de- 
cision to proceed with the Singa- 
pore scheme, it is of interest to 
look into the probable total cost 
‘of this undertal writes the 
Naval correspondent of the “Daily 
News.” The original estimate of 
££10,500,000, spread over a period 
of ‘nine or 10 years, included no 
provision for aeroplane or military 

nce. With Singapore fully 
developed as a first-class float 
station, its security from attack 
‘would become’ a matter of urgent 
importance, and the present light 
fortifieations would cortainly have 
to be extended. 

According to General Sir Ian 
Hamilton, the present garrisan 
‘would have to be trebled, and he 
also recommends the raising of a 
local: Malayan force of 10,000 
fighting men to serve as a mobile 
support to the garrison. To repel 
hostile attack from warships and 
aireraft it would be expedient to 
mount long-range guns and anti- 
faireraft batteries, besides laying 
out an aerodrome.

March, “Thad not seen the Anzacs 
fighting in Gallipoli. I saw visions 
of military expeditions sailing south
